CHAP. I. 
§ 1, The Regulations of the CORPORATION. 


TVHIS CorPoraTioN is empower- 
T ed to act, by Charter and Act of 
Parliament confirming It, either in an 
aſſembly of the Governors and Guardi- 
ans, which 1s called a General Court or 
Meeting ; or by a ſelect number or Com- 
mittee, which i is called the General Com- 
mittee for managing the eſtates and ef- 


fects of the Hoſpital ; which Committee 


1s to be choſen annually by the General 
Court, 


§ 2.. General Courts. 


General Courts muſt confiſt of thir- 
teen Governors at leaſt; and in them 
the Preſident, or in his abſence the Vice- 
Preſident firſt named in the liſt of Vice- 

Preſidents, 
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Regulations for managing the Fefpital. 


Preſidents (which is always to be 
made by ſeniority) and, in cafe no Vice- 
Preſident is preſent, the Treaſurer is to 


preſide ; to keep order and decency, to 


explain the bufinefs of the aſſembly, to 
put queltions, and that by way of ballot, 
if demanded ; to declare the numbers of 
the ballot, and in caſe of an equality of 
votes, he is to have a double or caſting 
vote. 

No Court is to be adjourned, but by 


conſent of the majority of the Governors 


prelent. * 

If there are not thirteen Governors pre- 
tent, any five or more of the General 
Committee then preſent may hold a Ge- 
neral Committee. 

Previous to the holding any General 
Court, three days notice is to be given in 
the Gazette; which notice is to expreſs 
the purpole, for which ſuch Court 1s to 
be held, 

The ordinary General Courts appoint- 
ed by the Charter, are an annual Court 
for the election of the Committee, and 
quarterly Courts for other purpoſes ; 
but extraordinary Courts may be called, 
if occaſion requires. 


$ 3. Annual Courts, 


Fourteen days previous to the annual 
Court, the General Committee is to cauſe 
a liſt to be printed of the names of the 
General Committee propoſed to be bal- 
lotted for, and of the Governors, and allo 
the regulations concerning elections.

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The annual Court is to be held on the 


ſecond Wedneſday in May, for electing, 
by ballot, a Preſident, fix Vice- Prefi- 
dents, a Treaſurer, a General Commit- 


tee, the Reader, Preachers, the Secretary 


and Organift. 
If the election is not completed on 


that day, the Court may be adjourned, 


and the election completed at any time 
within forty days after. 


94. The Method of Election. 


The method of election is as follows: 
two Scrutineers are to be nominated 
and choſen by the majority of hands pre- 


| ſent, before the ballot ſhall begin; which 


is to be at one o'clock in the afternoon, 
and to continue till three o'clock; at 


which time the ballot ſhall be cloſed. 


When any Governor offers to vote 
his name is to be marked in a liſt of Go-

$5. Quarterly Courts. 


The quarterly Courts are to be held 
on the firſt Wedneſday after Lady- Day, 


. Midſummer, Michaelmas and Chrifmas- 


Days, 

At theſe four Courts and no 1 
leaſes may be executed, and by-laws 
made; which by-laws are not binding, 
til] confirmed by the ſubſequent Court. 

At the quarterly Court next after 
Chriſtmas, a Committee conſiſting of ſ2- 
ven Governors, who are not of the Ge- 
neral Committee, is to be appointed 
for auditing the accounts of this Corpo- 
ration, according to the by-law for that 
purpoſe. 

At the quarterly Court held next af- 
ter Lady-Day, tlie report of the ſaid Com- 
mittee is to be received; and, if then 
approved, is to be ſigned by thirteen 
Governors, and may be ordered to be 
printed. | 


At 
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At any of theſe General Meetings, 
Governors and Guardians may be elect- 
ed, who have been benefactors to the 
amount of gol. or who have been re- 
commended by the General Committee ;

Extraordinary Courts are to be called

bliſhed from time to time by General 


Courts ; but, for a readier difpatch of 
buſineſs, may appoint Sub-Committees 
giving them ſuch power as they think

In the General Committee all queſ- 


tions are to be determined by the ma- 


jority; and that by ballot, when de-

from the time of their reception to that 
of their diſcharge; giving proper direc- 
tions to the Inſpectors, and regulating 
the agreements with nurſes, maſters and 
miſtreſſes, or other perſons with whom 
they are or ſhall be placed; taking care 
that the children are properly inſpected, 
till they are totally diſcharged from the 


Hoſpital. 


This Committee takes care that the 
cloathing of the Hoſpital be provided 
of the manufacture of Great- Britain or 
Ireland; that patterns of each ſort be 
kept by the Steward; that the goods 
be not paid for before they have been 
viewed by him, and found conformable 
to the patterns, and that the bills of par- 
cels are ſigned by him, They 
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Regulations for Managing the Hoſpital. 
They are to take care that the books of 
the Hoſpital be regularly kept, and de- 
poſited in the cloſer next the Secretary's 


Office; the ſame being liable to the 


inſpection of any Governor in the pre- 
ſence of the Secretary, on a day's pre- 
vious notice. 

That debts and let be recovered 
when due; and for that purpoſe theyare to 
cauſe all legacies to be entered in a book, 


and to have a memorandum of all debts, 


gifts, and legacies unpaid, laid on the 
table by the Secretary at every Meeting. 

They are to ſee that all demands on 
the Corporation are regularly diſcharg- 
ed, and for that purpoſe they are to 


- one draft on the Treaſurer, pay- 


able to the Steward, which drafts 
are to be ſigned by three of the Gene- 
ral Committee, and entered in a book, 
to be ſigned by the ſame three Governors 


and by the Steward, to be a charge upon 


him. 
They are to take care that all the 


revenues of the Hoſpital be regular- 


ly received and accounted for. That 
the buildings, &c. be kept in repair. That 
what Money is not wanted for the im- 
mediate ſervice of the Hoſpital be 


placed out in transferable Government 


Securities, in the name of this Corpo- 


ration. 


They are not to accept of private Se- 
curities; nor to purchaſe Lands, &c. 
without the leave of the General Court. 


D 2 They 
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They are to make ſuch rules for the 


management of the Corporation, as they 


tind neceſſary; and to cauſe them to 
inſerted in a book kept for that pur- 


pole. 


They are to appoint monthly one of 
the Governors a viſitor of the Hoſpital], 
who is to make his weekly report to the 
General Committee, 

To propoſe ſuch By-laws as they find 
proper to the General Court, and to 
conſider of all proper methods for pro- 
moting the charity; bur are not to 
grant commiſſions to any perſon to col- 
left charity, but by order of the Ge- 
neral Court. 


57. 7 he Building Committee, 


The Building Committee is ſneciatly 
appointed by the General Court, for 
conducting the plan of building on the 
Hoſpital Eſtate; and has intruſted to it 
the ſuperintendance of the Eſtate of the 
Hoſpital intended to be built upon. 
This Committee 1s empowered to let 
the ground ordered to be built upon, 
to ſuch perſons, and upon ſuch terms, 
as ſhall appear to them to be moſt ad- 
vantageous to the Corporation; to ſell 
the gravel, and brick earth of the ſaid 
ground; z to carry on at the expence of 
the Corporation ſuch ſewers, drains and 
roads for the uſe of the projected build- 

ings

ings as may be neceſſary; ſtipulating 


with the reſpective tenants, for re-pay- 
ing ſuch proportzens thereof, as they 
may think reaſonable; to determine 
whether any, and what, proportions of 


the expence of railing and maintaining 


the two ſquares, and the pavements 
thereof, ſhall be borne by the Corpora- 
tion, This Committee makes its re- 
ports to the General Court; ſuch re- 
ports being, from time to time, laid 
on the table of the General Committee, 
before preſented to ſuch General Court. 


§ 3, SUB-COMMITTEES. 


The Sub-committees are appointed 


by the General Committee, for the diſ- 


patch of that buſineſs by a few, which 
ſo many perſons, as are neceſſary to con- 
ſtitute a General Committee, cannot 
have leiſure to attend, Theſe Commit- 
tees are occaſionally wanted for accounts, 
repairs, by-laws and regulations, and 


employment of Children, or other 


purpoſes ; and proper powers and in- 
ſtructions are given them at the time 
of their appointment. 

The Preſident, Vice-preſidents and 
Treaſurer are of all Committees, with- 
out any particular appointment. Of 
the Houſe Committee, or Committee of 
Accounts, two form a Committee, and 
make and do all acts, which thoſe Com- 
mittees are empowered to do. 


§9. [he 
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§ 9. The Hovse CommiITTEE. 


The Houſe Committee, of which all 
of the General Committee are Members, 
is to give orders for the management of 
the Houſe, of the cloathing, proviſion 
and furniture; to cauſe proper inven- 


tories to be taken, and accounts kept 


thereof. They have power to diſcharge 
Nurſes and Servants immediately, when 
neceſſary. They may receive propoſals 
for taking children apprentices, and 
petitions for admiſſion of children, and 
examine the caſes and report them to 


the General Committee. 


They are to keep the General Regil- 
ter; to order proper cloathing to be 
ſent to the Inſpectors, when wanted ; 
and to acquaint the General Commit- 
tee when remittances are wanted by the 


_ Inſpectors. They are to ſce that the 


accounts of cloathing and furniture, and 
the inventories thereof be duly kept. 
That the Books and Papers of the 
Hoſpital be regularly Kept in the places 
appointed for them ; and that entrics 
be regularly made, 
That the Money collected at any 


public Meeting, be entered in the 


Book for that purpoſe, which is to be 


 Hened by ther. 


They are to inſpect every thing be- 
longing to the Houſe as occaſion ſhall 


require; to keep a Minute-book of their ® 


orders and obſervations, and make re- 
ports thereof to the General Committee. 
8 10. The 
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$ 10. The CoMmITTEE of Accounts, 


The Committee of Accounts meets 
once a week, to audit the Accounts 


of the Steward and Inſpectors; to ſee. 


the vouchers, to examine tradeſmens 


bills, and to make a liit of them and 


deliver it to the General Committee, 
that an order may be made for their 
payment; they are to ſee all the Ac- 
counts of the Hoſpital regularly kepr, 
and properly entered up by the Secre- 
tary in manner herein after directed ; 
and every thing made up for the annual 
Committee of Accounts to audit. 

N. B. The names of thoſe attending 
the Sub-Commitrtees are to be marked 


by the Secretary; ſuch attendance being 


equally eſſential to the Hoſpital as the 
attendance on the General Committee. 


$ 11, Of zhe TrEaSuRER's AccounT, 


A Caſh Book ſhall be kept by the 
Treaſurer, to contain the whole of the 
ſums received and paid by him, on ac- 
count of this Han. 


$F 12. Of RERCEIP Is. 


Every contingent or other benefac- 
tion ſhall be entered in a General Caſh- 
book by the Secretary, with the bene- 
factors names. 
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A petty Caſh-book ſhall be kept by 

the Steward of the annual benefac- 
tions; the total amount of which ſhall 
be entered into the general Caſh-book, 
and the particulars in another Book by 
the Secretary, in proper columns, to 
denote in what time the payment 1s 
made ; each Banker of the Hoſpital be- 
ing to deliver to the Treaſurer a Book, 
containing an account of his receipts 
and payments. 
No payment is to be made by any of 
the Bankers except to the Treaſurer (or 
his order) who is to ſettle accounts with 
them quarterly, when entries are made 
of his receipts in the General Caſh- 
book, ſpecifying the particular bene- 
factions ; and no draft is to be paid by 
the Treaſurer, except by order of the 
General Committee. 

The Money taken out of the charity 
boxes, or collected, is to be entered 
quarterly, or oftener, in the General 
Caih Book, | 

All Sums received for intereſt of Par- 
liamentary or other ſecurities, or ariſing 
by the fale thereof, or by the rents of 
their eſtates, and all others received on 
account of the Hoſpital, are to be en- 
tered in the General Caſh-book as ſoon 
as received. | 

The Sums, received in the General 
Caſh-book, are to be entered by the 
Secretary in a Journal weekly, and from 
thence poſted in a Ledger, and placed 
to the credit of the following Heads :

Ledger; into which Books the Sums 
in the Caſh-book are to be quarterly 
poſted.

$ 14. Of the Annual Accounts. 


The Ledger 1s annually balanced by 
the Secretary, to the 31ſt of December; 
and in order thereto, the contingent be- 
ne factions, annual benefactions, money 
ſound in the charity boxes, legacies, 
intereſt of ſecurities, rents of eſtates, 
or any other income, or revenue of this 
Hoſpital, 1s carried to an account, in- 
titled, An Account of the Income ot 
« the Hoſpital, for the Maintenance 
“ and Education of expoſed and deſert- 
* ed Young Children;” and the ac- 
count of cloathing carried to the gene- 
ral account of Expences. 

If the total income exceeds the ge- 
neral account of expences, ſuch ſurplus 
or exceſs is to be annually placed to the 
credit of an account to be intitled, 
© The Eſtate of the Hoſpital for the 
* Maintenance and Education of ex- 
% poſed and deſerted Young Children ;' 
and vice verſa, if the general account of 
Expences exceed the income. 

An account 1s drawn out annually by 
the Secretary of the income and ex-

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The accounts are to be laid before 
the Governors at the Quarterly Meet-

$ 15. Of The TREASURER. 


The Treaſurer is to receive all bene- 


factions whatſoever; and all the reve- 


nues of the Corporation, except where 


ic ſhail be otherwiſe ſpecially appointed. 


He is, out of his balance in hand, 
o pay ſuch drafts as are made on him 
by the General Committee, and ſuch 
bills as they ſhall (ſpecially order to be 
paid by him. 

He is to account with the Corporation 
annually, and to preſide 1n the ſeveral 


Courts and Committees in the abſence 


of the Preſident and Vice-preſidents, 
The Treaſurer ſhall enjoy the a- 
partment in the Hoſpital appointed for 
him, free of rent, repairs and all taxes 
which the Hoſpital is liable to; and 


ſhall have ſo much of the produce of 


the garden, as he ſhall have occaſion 
for; and ſhall be intitled to ſuch drugs 
and medicines, as he and his family 
within the walls of this Hoſpital ſhall 
ſtand in need of, while an Apothecary 
ſhall be continued,

§ 16, Of the Px RAChER, READER, &c. 


The Preacher and Reader are elected 
at the annual Court. The morning 


Preacher preaches a ſermon every Sunday 


morning, and on Chrifmas-day, and 


Good-Friday ; and aſſiſts at the admini- 
{tration of the Sacrament monthly, and 


at the ſaid feſtivals: and has 60 Gui- 


neas per Annum for the ſame, 


The two evening Preachers preach 


alternately every Sunday evening, and 


have 30 Guineas each per Annum for the 


ſame. 

The Reader has a ſalary of 60 Gui— 
nies per Annum; he is to read prayers 
in the chapel on Sundays at eleven 
o'clock in the morning and ſeven in the 
evening, and at ſuch other times as the 
Committee ſhall appoint; and to aſlift 
in the adminiſtration of the Sacrame:rt; 
to baptize and bury the Children of the 
Hoſpital, and to ſign the certificates of 
baptizing and burials ; he 1s to catechiſe 
the Children publickly, in the after- 
noons during the ſummer ſcaſon, and 
privately in the winter. 


The 
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He is to explain the Catechiſm pub- 
lickly to the Children, for twelve Sun— 


days ſucceſſively every vear, beginning 


on the firſt Sunday in May; and dili— 
gently to inſtruct them in the princi- 
ples of the Chriſtian Religion and 
Morality, 

The Chapel Clerk has a falary of 
5/. He and the Meſſenger, who offi- 


ciates as Verger, are to have proper 
gowns provided for them. 


There are five Aſſiſtants at the Chapel 
doors, who are allowed 2. each per 
Annum for their attendance. 

The Organiſt is to attend the Chapel 
on Sundays, and to teach the Children 
muſic, His falary is 40Y.. a year. 

Fobn Printer, who ſings in the Chapel, 


has alſo a falary of 40%. a year. 


Blanch Thetford, who allo ſings in the 
Chapel, likewiſe inſtructs the Children 
in ſinging. She has a ſalary of 25“. 
a year, 


$ 17. Of the PaysICIANS and SURGEON. 
The two Phyſicians and Surgeon are 


elected by a General Court. They have 
no ſalaries, and attend without any 


emolument.

CHAPTER I. 


& 1, Of the Orriekks and SERVANTS of 


the Hoſpital in general. 


All Officers Nurſes, and Servants, 


who are received into this Hoſpital, are 
to be perſons of good characters, and 


unincumbered with families of their 
own; they are to be perſons profeſſing 


the proteſtant religion, and to take the 


oaths to the government, if required. 


They are diligently to attend to their 
reſpective buſineſs, and not to interrupt 
or interfere with that of the other ler- 
vants. 
They are to avoid all contention with 
their fellow-ſervants, and to behave 
with due reſpect to thoſe placed over 
them; if they find themſelves ill- treated 
or injured, they are to complain to the 


Treaſurer immediately, and alſo to the 


Viſitor at his next viſit; if neither the 
Treaſurer or Viſitor remedy the com- 
plaint themſelves, they will repreſent it 


to the next Committee, in order, if the 


complaint is juſt, it may be redreſſed; 
and, if not, the perſon who makes it may 
be Teprimanded. For as on the one 


hand all well founded complaints will 
be redreſſed, ſo on the other they ſhould 


not be made without foundation ; but 


at all events it is the duty of any who 
think themſelves injured, to prefer their 
complaints 
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complaints to the Treafurer and the Vi- 
ſitor, or to the Committee, and not to 
one another, or to particular Governors, 
When diſputes have been once enquired 
into by the Committee, the ſubject of 
them 1s not to be revived without freſh 
cauſe of complaint ; and then the ſame 
courſe is to be purſued. And as all the 
Officers Nurſes and Servants, as well as 
the Children of the Hoſpital, are ſup- 
ported by the public, it is expected 
that each ſhall contribute as much as 
poſſible Ly their example, in their ſe— 
veral ſtations, to the general harmony 
and proſperity of the Inſtitution ; the 
end of which is Peace and Charity. 

It is expected likewiſe that every one 
do their duty in their reſpective ſtations 
with fidelity and diligence, and with ci- 


vility to all, If they ſee or hear, or 


know any thing amiſs, or prejudicial to 
the intereſts of the Hoſpital, they are to 
mention it to the Treafurer and the Vi- 
ſitor, or to the Committee, and then to 
meddle no farther therein. They are all 
of them to promote the intereſts of the 
Charity; and the health, induſtry and 
welfare of the children to the utmoſt of 
their power; and, though the above cir- 
cumitances are particularly pointed out 
to them, they are to pay every proper at- 
tention to all other parts of their duty. 
They are not to be waſteful of the 


proviſion of the Hoſpital, nor of any 


thing committed to their charge.

Thev are not to game, or drink ſpiri- 
tuous liquors, or have any ſuch in their 
cuſtody; nor to aſk, or take, any fee, or 
reward, on any pretence whatſvever, but 
only what is allowed them by the Com- 
mittee, under pain of being immediately 
diſcharged. 

When they are ſick, they are to be 
tak en care of in the Infirmary, or other- 
wiſe, as the Committee ſhall direct. 

Every perſon applying to be a ſervant 
in the Hoſpital is to be acquainted, that 
ſervants are only to be paid wages to the 
reſpective days of their diſcharge; that 
they may be diſcharged without any pre- 


vious notice; and are not to have any 


certificate or written character, when 


diſcharged; and care is to be taken, at 
the time of hiring the common ſervants, 
that they have a good character, are in 


health, have had the ſmall-pox, and do 
not exceed the age of forty years. 

No ſervant is to be taken into the 
houſe without a certificate, or an affida- 
vit of the place of ſuch ſervant s legal 
ſettlement. 

No ſervant, who may appear to be in 


debt, ſhall be hired or continued in the 


ſcrvice of the Hoſpital, 

No ſervant's wages are to be raiſed or 
advanced, without an order of the Ge- 
neral Committee. 

The entry of the hiring and diſcharg- 
ing of all ſervants 1s to be made in a 
book kept for that purpoſe, and the ſaid 
book to be laid every HYedne/day before 
the General Committee, No 
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No ſervant, or other perſon reſiding 
in the Hoſpital, ſhall ſtay out later than 
nine o'clock at night in the winter, and 
ten o'clock in the ſummer, without 
leave of the T reaſurer. 

In caſe of any extraordinary want of 
any ſervant in the Houſe, or of any very 
extraordinary miſbehaviour in any ſer- 
vants, whenever the Treaſurer is in 
town, he is to be made acquainted with 
ſuch want or miſbehaviour, and his di- 
rections are to be followed in ſuch caſes; 
and whenever the Treaſurer 'is out of 


town, then the Steward and Chief- matron 
are empowered to take in, or diſcharge 


any inferior ſervant, in ſuch very extra- 
ordinary caſe; and report ſuch tranſ- 


action to the next General or Sub- 
Committee,

§ 3. Of the SECRETARY ad STEWARD, 


The Secretary (who is alſo the Stew - 
ard) is fo have the cuſtody of, and re- 
gularly keep all the Books hereinafter 
mentioned; to attend the General 
Meetings, Committees, and Sub-Com- 
mittees ; to take minutes at ſuch Meet- 


ings, which he is to read over as ſoon as 


the buſineſs is ended, and to enter them 
before the next Meeting, when he 1s 
to read them out of the Book previous 
to any other buſineſs; and if they are 


approved, the Book is to be ſigned by 


the Chairman. He is to write letters, 
and keep ſuch correſpondence, as he is 


directed by the General Committees or 


Sub- Committees; to make out, and 
ſend by the Meſſenger all ſummonſes or 


letters to the Governors, or other per- 


ſons, according to the orders he ſhall 
receive for that purpoſe, or as is herein,

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6. A Book, in which is to be entered 
all Wills, or parts of Wills, giving 
any thing to the Hoſpital, 

7. Book containing the Abſtract of 
the Titles of Lands, or real Eſtates, 
given to, or purchaſed by the Hol- 
pital, and of all the Leaſes and 
Deeds made to or by the Corpora- 
tion. 

8. A Book, in which the By- laws and 
Regulations, made from time to 
time for the Government of the 
Hoſpital, ſhall de entered. 

And the ſeveral Books before men- 
tioned and directed, in the regulation of 
the accounts of the Hoſpital. 


The Steward 1s to be of unblemiſhed 
character, diligent, ſober, and a good 
accomptant. 

He is to give ſuch ſecurity as the 
General Committee ſhall require, 

He is to confine himſelf entirely to 
the buſineſs of the Hoſpital, and never 
to be abſent from it without leave of 
the General Committee, Preſident, 
Vice-preſident or Treaſurer, or two of 
the Governors who attended at the laſt 
Meeting. 

He is to have the immediate govern- 
meat of the men Servants belonging 
to the Hoſpital; to have the care of 
providing utenſils, proviſions, and other 


neceſſaries, according to the direction 


of the General Committee, or other 
Committees appointed for that purpoſe. 
He 
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He is to take care that the dead 
children be decently buried,and that their 
deaths be regularly atteſted by the Com- 
mitree. 

He is not to receive any goods into 
the Hoſpital, but by ſuch authority, 


nor pay for any goods, but by order of 


ſuch Compalttes, - 


He is to order the ſtationary ware, 


and keep the account with the ſtationer. 

He 1s, under the order of the Com- 
mittee, to pay the Servants wages when 
due, and the current expences of the 


Houſe and all other bills; and to keep 


a particular account thereof; to take 


receipts for all ſums exceeding ten ſhil- 
lings, in a Book for that purpoſe. 

To keep a ſeparate inventory of the 
furniture and utenſils of the Hoſpital; 
and to make the neceſſary additions and 
alterations therein, 

He is, ſubject to the direction of the 
General Committee, to receive the 


rents, ſubſcriptions, benefactions not 
exceeding i100. the collections of the 


chapel, and the produce of the chil- 
drens work. 

To cauſe tables to be fixed up in the 
reſpective eating- rooms, containing the 
order for the diet to be provided for the 
Children and Servants. 

He is to take care of the Houſes 
and Lands of the Hoſpital; to obſerve 
what repairs are wanting, and to ac— 
quaint the Treaſurer therewith, that pro- 
per orders may be given for ſuch repairs.

§ 4. Of the APOTHECARY. 


The Apothecary is to be reſident in 
the Houſe and to be in regular at- 
tendance. 

If any of the Nurſes or Attendants of 
the Infirmary ag ng their duty, he 1s 
to acquaint the Committee therewith. 

He is to examine the Children when 


received, and in cafe they appear to 


have an infectious diforder, he 1s im- 
mediately to acquaint the Secretary 
therewith, 

He is to enter in a Book all medi- 
cines given to each Child in the Infir- 
mary, and the occaſion thereof, On 
the death of any Child, if it be thought 
neceſſary by the Phyſicians or Surgeon, 
it may be opened; and in ſuch caſe, 
the obſervations ariſing thereon, are to 
be entered by the Apothecary in the 
ſame Book. 

He 1s to give ſecurity 1 in the Sum ci 
200%. 


S 5. Of ibe TREASURER'S CLERK. 
The Treaſurer's Clerk is to be a good 


accomptant ; he is to give ſuch ſecu- 
rity for the faithful diſcharge of his truſt, 
as the Committee ſhall require; he is 
to reſide in the Houſe, and to make 
out and deliver to the Treaſurer quar- 
terly rentals of the Eſtate of the Hoſ- 
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pital, together with an account of all 
arrears of rent and ſubſcriptions. 
He is to keep ſuch Books and to make 


out ſuch accounts, as {hall be directed 


by the General Committee, the Preſi- 
dent, Vice- preſidents or Treaſurer, or 
by proper Committees of the Hoſpital, 
He is to be aſſiſtant to the Secretary 
and Steward, and to officiate in the caſe 
of his abſence or diſability. 
He is removeable by the General 


Committee at their pleaſure. 


§ 6. Of the MasTER or OVERSEER 
| of the Boys. 
He is to be a perſon of unblemiſhed 


character, and not to2 far advanced in 


years, and to be unincumbered with a 


family; he is to reſide conſtantly in the 
Hoſpital ; to obſerve ſtrictly the be- 
haviour of the Children, as well at 


their hours of play and at meals, as at 
the time of their labour and learning; 


he is to be conſtant at divine ſervice, 
and to take care that the Children under 


his care attend decently and reverently 


there; to read ſuch prayers in the 
ſchool on week days, morning and even- 
ing, to the Children, as ſhall be or- 


dered by the Committee; and to teach 


the boys to read, and ſuch of them to 
write, as ſhall be ordered by the Com- 
mittce ; he ſhall fee that the perſons, 
employed to inſtruct the boys in any 
labour or manufaftory, perform their 


duty with proper decency and ſobriety : 
an 
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and that the Children are induſtrious in 
ſuch employments ; and he is to puniſh 
all neglects of duty, immorality, or 


miſbehaviour in the Children; and he 


is to give immediate information to the 
Committee, if he obſerves any profane- 


neſs or immorality, miſbehaviour or 


neglect of duty, in any Officer or Ser- 


vant belonging to the Hoſpital; that 


no evil examples may corrupt the mo- 
rals of the Children. 


He is to take care that the boys have 
their meals at the hours and in the 


places appointed ſor that purpoſe. 


$ 7. Of the Porter and Warck. 


The Porter 1s to reſide in the Hoſ- 
pital ; to attend the gate from ſix in the 
morning till eight at night from Lady- 
day to Michaelmas; and from eight in 
the morning till ſix at night from Mi- 
(haelmas to Lady- day; to keep the gate 
ſhut; and nor to ſuſler any of the 


children to go out, or beggars or 1dle 


perſons to remain about the Hoſpital. 
He is to admit Gentlemen and Ladies 
into the Hoſpital at all reaſonable 
hours, except when particular orders 
are given to the contrary Ly the Gover- 
nors; but is not to admit idle, looſe, or 
diſorderly perſons into the Hoſpital, on 
any account whatſoever. 

Ard, that he may be better enabled 
to perform this part of his duty, and to 
ſuppreſs all riots and diſorders, he is 


{ſworn into the office of conftable.

He 15 to have charge over the Watch; 
to ſee they come and attend at the pro- 
per hours, as appointed; that they are 
careful and ſober in the diſcharge of 
their duty, and to aMit them as occaſion 
requires. | 5 

He is to have a proper gown, and 


ſtaves provided for him. 


The Watchmen are to attend the 


Hoſpital from fix in the evening to 


eight in the morning from Michaelmas 
to Lady day; and from Lady-day to 
Michael mas, from eight in the evening 
till fix in the morning. 

The Watchmen are alſo to be — 4 
in conſtables. | 

The Porter and Watchmen are to 
take care that no moleſtation be given 
by any perſons without doors, to any 
perſons who bring children, either com- 
ing to or returning from the Hoſpital, 
and are to ſeize any perſons ſo offend- 
ing, and carry them before a juſtice of 
peace, that they may be puniſned ac- 
coding to act of Parliament, 


I 8, Of the GARDENER, 


The Gardener as the care of the 
oarden and front court of the Hoſpital : 
He is to keep the kitchen garden con- 


ſtantly cropped for the uſe of the Hof- 


pital. 

He is occaſionally to give any aſſiſt- 
ance about the Houſe as he may be 
directed. 

He 
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He has an Under-gardener and ſix 
boys, or more if occaſion requires, to 
work under him; and alſo an aſſiſtant 
labourer two months in the ſpring. 


$ 9. Of the MesSENGrR, who is alſo 
STOREKEEPER, 


He is to reſide in the Hoſpital. 

To give 200%. ſeourity for his fide- 
lity; to attend as door-keeper at all 
Meetings of the Governors in the Ge- 


neral Courts or Committees; to attend 


the chapel as verger, to open the pews 
in times of divine ſervice; to aſliſt at 
the reception of children, and ſuch other 
times, and on ſuch occaſions, as he ſhall 


be ordered by the Governors. 


He is to deliver all ſummonſes, to 
go on meſſages, and to carry ſuch things 
as the Governors, or the Treaſurer, or 
Secretary ſha+] direct. 

As Store-keeper, he is to have the care 
of the bread, butter, cheeſe and beer, 
and of the coals in the weſtern wing; 
and to take care of and deliver out the 
ſame under the directions of the Ge- 
neral and the Houle Committee. 


& 10. Of The Margo. 


No perten can be elected to this 
ofñce, whoſe age ſhall exceed fifty years. 
She reſides in the Houſe, and has the 
immediate care of and ſuperintendency 
over the miſtreſſes who are employed in 
teaching 
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teaching the Children to work; alſo of 
N the Children who reſide in the Hoſpital 
a and their Nurſes; and alſo of the Nurſes 
of the Infirmary, and of all the female 
houſehold Servants. 

She is to fee that proper food be pro- 
vided for the Children, Officers and 
? Servants of the Hoſpital according to 
4 the table of diet, and under the direc- 
tion of the General Committee.

f She has the care and cuſtody of all the 
f linen, wearing- apparel, bedding and 
1 furniture of the Hoſpital ; likewiſe of 
4 all things neceſſary for the female Ser- 
I vants; and is to deliver the ſame re- 
l ſpectively as occaſion requires. 

She is to render an account of the 
; linen and cloathing of the Hoſpital, ac- 
2 


cording to the regulations for that pur- 
poſe. 

She is to attend carefully to the be- 
haviour of every Nurſe and Servant 
under her care, and not to permit them 
to go out of the Houſe without leave 
firſt granted to them; nor to receive 
» viſits but on reaſonable occaſions, and 
under the directions of the Matron. 

She is to give information to the 
Treaſurer, or Committee of all ſuch 
diſorders as ſhe by her authority cannot 
regulate. 

The Matron 1s to keep a Book, con- 
taining an inventory of the houſehold 
linen in uſe at the Hoſpital, and of the 
cloathing of the Children of the Houſe. 

1 N. B. 
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N. B. The pieces of linen, woollen or 
other materials uſed about cloath- 
ing are delivered to the Matron. 

She is alſo to keep in the ſaid Book a 


general account of linen, woollen and 


cloathing, wherein 1s opened an ac- 
count of all ſuch linen, woollen, or 
other materials; charging herſelf with 
the quantity of the ſame by the mea- 
{ure or weight on one page of the book, 
and, on the oppoſite page, noting the 
quantity of the different ſorts of cloath- 
ing made out of the ſeveral materials, 
with the number of yards uſed or the 
weight of ſuch materials. 

She 1s to make out an annual ac- 
count of all the work done by the 
Children and their Miſtreſſes up to the 
z1i{t of December in every year; diſ- 
tinguiſhing thoſe for ſale from the 
work done for the Children, or for the 
uſe of the Hoſpital; which account 
ſhall be laid before the General Com- 
mittee, and by them be reported to the 
Lady-day Court. 

N. B. All cut, out or made up cloath- 
Ing, is kept by the Matron in its 
proper place, each aſſortment by 
itſelf, the ſame being made up 
into dozens or other equal num— 
bers in a regular manner. 


All the bundles of the dead Chil- 


drens cloathing are returned by the 
Inſpectors. | 


Note, 
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Note. The Matron iſſues ſuch re- 
turned cloaths as are fit for uſe to the 
country Nurſes, but ſuch as are much 
worn are uſed 1n the Infirmary of the 


Hoſpital. 
§ 11. Of the Cook. 


The Cook is anſwerable for the care 
of the proviſions committed to her 
cuſtody, and for the cleanlineſs of the 
kitchen and apartments thereunto be- 


longing. 


§ 12, Of the LAUNDRESS. 


The Laundreſs is to account for the 
linen given out to her, and to help to 
waſh with her proper aſſiſtants, | 


§ 13. Of the Housk Maps. 


The Houle Maids are to do all the 
houſehold buſineſs. 
All the female Servants and Nurſes 
are to be under the direction of the Ma- 
tron, and to obey her commands with= 
out any diſpute. 


$ 14. Of the NuRSEs of the Wars. 


The Hoſpital is divided into Wards, 
each Ward to be under the care of a2 
Nurſe, who 1s to take care that it be 
kept exactly clean and well aired ; the 

windows 
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windows in the ſtair-caſe and in the 
wards, except the fick-wards, being to 
be opened at feven in the morning, 
between Ladh day and Michaelmas, and 
at cight in the morning the other ſix 
months. 

No Nurſe is to be taken into the ſervice 
of the Hoſpital, who has any Child of 
her own, or who is above the age of forty 
years; or who has not had the ſmall-pox. 

They are to keep the Children neat 
and clean; to ſee them dreſſed and un- 
dreſſed; to take care they riſe and go to 
bed at the proper hours; to attend 
them at their meal-times, and at chapel 
to take care they behave decently and 
reverently there; and to aſſiſt in mend- 
ing their cloaths, teaching them their 
prayers and catechiſm, and to read, ſo 
far as they are able, 

They are to be accountable for the 
linen and cloaths, of the Children of 
their reſpective wards, delivered to them. 

In caſe of any Child being drooping 
or ill, the Nurſes are immediately to 
inform the Apothecary. 

They are to give the Children the 
medicines which they receive from the 
Apothecary or Matron, and no other. 

If any Nurſe give any ſtrong liquor 
or opiate to any Child, or ſhall have 
ſuch in her cuſtody, ſhe ſhall be imme- 
diately diſcharged, and for ever be in- 
capable of ſerving the Hoſpital, 


$ 15, Of the MisTRESSES. 
For the government of the girls who 
are above {ix years old, Miſtreſſes are 


provided 
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provided one for each ward, who are to 
teach the girls, under their care, to 
work, knit, ſpin, or ſuch other works 
as are proper for their age; and alſo to 
read and to write when required. 

They are to teach them their prayers 
and catechiſm, and to inſtruct them in 
the duties of religion and morality: to 
take care they are diligent and induſtri- 


ous, and that they behave with decency 


and modeſty; alſo that they behave 
with due reverence at the times of 
divine ſervice. 

That the Childrens perſons, cloath- 
ing, and wards, be kept neat and clean; 


and that due care is taken of their 


cloathing and of the furniture of their 
wards. | 


Each Miſtreſs has an afiftant. 
§ 16, Of the Care of the Sick, 


For the Sick, an Infirmary is pre- 
pared in the upper part of the weit 
wing of the Hoſpital. 

There are two Phyſicians, one Sur— 
geon, an Apothecary, and Nurſes. ap- 
pointed to attend it. Near the Infir- 
mary an Apothecary's ſhop is fitted up, 
provided with proper drugs, neceſfaries 
and medicines, which are purchaled at 
Apothecary's Hall. 

There is alſo. accommodation for the 
inoculation of the ſmall-pox, for other 
infectious. diſtempers, and for other pa- 
tients, The Nurſes attending each are 

kept 


By 
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kept ſeparate, to prevent the communi- 


cation of any infection; and the Childrens 
cloaths who have had the ſmall: pox, or 
other infectious diſtempers, are care- 
fully to be aired, cleaned, and ſmoaked 
with brimſtone, before they are again 
uſed. | 

No two ſick Children are to be put 
12 one bed, 

The Apothecary makes and keeps 
weekly lifts of the ſick children; copies 
of which entered in a Book are aways 
laid before the Committees. 

The Phyſicians are deſiied to viſit the 


Infirmary alternately; ſo that one Phy- 


ſician may attend every day; and the 
Surgeon is deſired to attend at the ſame 
hour with the Phyſician when requiſite. 

No limb is to be taken off, without 


giving notice to all the Phyſicians, and 
the Surgeon, to attend. 


I 17. Of the NussEs WAY INFIRMARY. 


The Infirmary Nurſes are to give the 


5 Children ſuch diet and medicines as 


are ordered by the Apothecary, and no 
other on pain of being immediately diſ- 
charged. 

If there ſhall be no ſick under their 
care, they are to aſſiſt in the making and 
mending of linen, or ſuch other houſe- 
hold ſervice as the Matron ſhall direct. 

They are to have an allowance of 20s. 


yearly each, more than the wages of 
the Houſe Nurſes, 


CHA-F 
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CHAPTER III. 


$ 1. Of the Reception of the CHILDREN: 


Children are admitted into the Hoſ- 
pital upon petition. Upon the hearing 
of the petition, the mother is examined, 
and an enquiry directed to be made into 


the truth of the particular circumſtan- 


ces ſtated in the petition ; and at an 
enſuing General Committee, which fits 
every Wedneſday at ten o'clock, the 


Petition is decided upon according to 


the reſult of that or any further enquiry, 
that may be thought neceſſary. 

The age limited for Children in ge- 
neral is 12 Months, after which they 


cannot be received, unleſs they are the 


Children of faldiers and ſailors in the 
ſervice of their country, the time for 
whoſe reception is extended to 5 years 
of age; or in caſe of any peculiar cir- 
cumſtances of diſtreſs, which the Gene- 
ral Committee thinks fit ſpecially to 
report to the General Court; in which 
caſe the age is not limited. 

Any Child ſent to the Hoſpital, with 
a donation of 1001. is of courſe receiv- 
ed, though beyond the limited age, 
and without enquiry ; as it is calculated 


to be the average expence of each Child 


admitted into the Hoſpital, 
F - THO 
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The Billet for admittance of a Child 
is given any day of the month, but 
the time of admittance is the day before 
the firſt Sunday in the month, being the 


Sunday on which the public baptiſm 


takes place. If the mother is in diſtreſs, 
it is diſcretionary in the General Com- 
mittee to make her ſome weekly allow- 
ance till the day of admittance. 


$ 2, Of the numbering the CHILDREN 


and making up the Billets. 


Before the Children are ſent into the 


country, they are to be numbered and 


regiſtered, and their Billets are to be 
made up in the following manner: 
The Secretary, immediately after the 


reception of each Child, is to affix the 


number; which is to be done by 
writing the number of the Child on a 


bit of parchment, and ſewing it to its 


clothes. 
The numbers of the children are to 
follow one another in ſucceſſion ; great 


care is to be taken that the number al- 


ways remains fixed to the Child during 
its continuance at nurſe. 


The Secretary as ſoon as the Child is 


numbered, is to make up a billet, which 


is to contain the number, ſex, and ſup- 
poſed age of the Child, the year and 
day when received, and any particular 
writing, or token, brought with the 
Child, 


Any 


Regulations for managing the Hoſpital. 
Any remarkable token, or writing, 
brought with the Child, is to be mark- 
ed with the number of the Child, and 
incloſed in its billet. 

The billet is to be marked on the 
outlide with the number of the Child, 
the day of the month and year, when it 
was received, and alſo with the letter 
M or F, to diſtinguiſh its ſex. 

All the billets of the Children. re- 
ceived in one day, are to be tied together 
in one parcel, to which is to be affixed 


a label, ſhewing the day and year; and 


from what number to what number, in» 


cluſive, is contained therein. 


Theſe billets, being the only 9 3 
which can enable the Governors to know 
the Children, in caſe they ſhould be en- 
quired for, are to be kept with great ſe- 
crecy and care, and are never to be 
opened but by order of the General 


Committee. 


$ 3. Of the Baptiſm and Regiſter of the 


CHILDREN, 


Such Children as have not been bap- 


tiſed, are to be baptiſed on the firit 
Sunday of the month, by the Reader, 
and an entry thereof, and of the day 
and year, name and ſurname of each 


Child, and ſigned by the Miniſter who 


baptizes the ſame, 1s to be mare in the 

regiiter of baptiſm. _ 
The names of the Children are to be 
entered in the general regiſter, in the 
F 2 | proper 
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proper column after their reſpective 


numbers; and after their names a pro- 
per memorandum, if they are ſent to 
nurſe, of the time of delivering them 


to their nurſes, which is uſually imme 


diately after their reception, and the 
nurſes wages commence from that 
time, | 

The numbers and names of the Chil- 


dren are alſo to be written in the ſmall 


memorandum-book; and, after the 
names of thoſe who are to go into the 
country, is to be written the name of 
the places to which they are ſent, 


$ 4. 1he Delivery of the CHILDREN 1 
the Inſpectors. 


In the evening, after baptiſm of the 
Children, entries are to be made in the 
Inſpectors book, under the name of each 
Inſpector, of the time of the delivery 
of the Children ſent to them, and of the 
names and numbers of the Children. 

Then the Secretary or Matron is to 
cauſe every country-nurſe to ſign a 
printed receipt, according to the form 
uſed by the Hoſpital, which contains the 


name and number of the Child, the 


price at which ſhe agrees to nurſe it, 
and under whoſe inſpection; a receipt 


for the Child, and cloathing delivered 


with it, and a contract to return the 
ſame cloathing, or to have the value 
thereof, according to the rates therein 

| mentioned, 
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mentioned, deduced out of her wages. 
The receipt fo ſigned, is to be ſent 


ſealed up to the Inſpector. 


§ 5. Of the Inſpeftors, 


The Inſpectors are to be perſons re- 
commended by Governors, who are ac- 
quainted with them and their character 
and circumitances, and inform the Ge- 
neral Committee, in writing, that in 
their opinion they may be ſafely truſted 


with the care of the Children, and the 


money advanced for their maintenance ; 
and that they will from time to time 
correſpond, and: duly account with the 
Corporation, in the manner appointed ; 


and that they will diſcharge this truſt 


out of charity, without any gain or ad— 
vantage to themſelves. 

The Inſpectors are to find proper 
nurſes, when wanted, to make agree- 
ments with them, and ſend them to the 
Hoſpital at the times appointed, 

They are to view the Children as ſoon 
as they are brought from the Hoſpital, 
and to viſit them frequently, ſo long as 
they remain under their inſpection. 

They are to receive the nurſes re— 
cei pts, to take care they perform their 
agreements, and account for the Chil- 
drens cloathing; to pay them their wa— 
ges monthly, and to make them ſign 
the receipts on the back of the printed 
receipt; and in caſe of any extraordi- 


nary expences, or the death of the 
Child, 
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Child, they are to enter the ſame on the 
back of the printed receipt, together 
with a certificate of the time and place 
of the burial of the Child. 

They are to return their receipts an- 
nually to the Hoſpital ; and, at the be- 
ginning of the next year, are to cauſe the 


nurſes to ſign new receipts for the new 


cloathing delivered to them, and ta 
ſend duplicates thereof to the Hoſpital, 
For this purpoſe they are to have 


blank receipts ſent them by the Steward, 


to be filled up by them. 

They are to have a Quarter's wages 
for each nurſe advanced to them on ac- 
count, for the account of which they 
are to draw on the Secretary at eight 
days fight ; the pay of the country 
nurſes being three ſhillings a week. 

They are alſo annually to make up 
their accounts to Chriftmas-day, and to 
return the ſame to the Hoſpital within 
a month after that day. In theſe ac- 
counts, they are to give the Hoſpital 
credit for all ſums paid to them by the 


Hoſpital, and to make the Hoſpital 


debtor for all ſums paid by them on 
account of the Holpital. 

They are to ſee that the nurſes keep 
the Children clean, and in good order ; 
to take care of the ſick Children, and 
give orders for the burial of the dead, 


and that the burial is properly regil- 
tered. 


They

They have power to remove the 
Children from any nurfes who are care- 
leſs of them, and to put them to other 
nurſes, giving immediate notice of ſuch 
change to the Steward of the Hoſpital ; 
obſerving that no woman who has loſt 
two Children of this Hoſpital, ſhall have 
anotherChild intruſted to her care, with- 
out an expreſs order of the General 
Committee. 

They are alſo to give immediate no- 
tice to the Secretary of the Hoſpital, of 
any remarkable ſickneſs, or accident, 
happening to any Child; or of their 
death, and place of burial. 

They are to be particularly cautious 
of allowing the nurſes any expences, 
beſide their wages, unleſs by order of 


the General Committee; and not to 
ſuffer any alteration in the faſhion of 


the cloathing allowed by the Hoſpital. 

The Inſpectors are to take care, that 
the old cloathing be returned to the 
Hoſpital, as ſoon as new cloathing is 
ſent them, which ought to be mah 
only. 

Among other things, the Inſpectors 
are to obſerve, that the numbers faſtened 
to the Children be preſerved as an evi- 
dence, that the Children are not chang- 
ed; and they are deſired to take care, 
that no Child be permitted to wear 
ſhoes or ſtockings till they are even or 
eight months old. 

Every Inſpector is deſired to have an 
aſſiſtant, that in caſe of any accident, or 

abſence 
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abſence or death of the Inſpector, the 
Hoſpital may have notice thereof, and 
the Children may not be neglected. 

The names of the perſons recom- 
mending Inſpectors, are to be ſet down 
at the ſame time as the name of the 
Inſpector ; and no perſon, who keeps a 
chandler's ſhop, or 1s of other mean oc- 


cupation, ſhall be an Inſpector. 


86. Of Remanding of the ChilbREx; 


and their Management, when returned 
zo the Hoſpital, 


Children in general are not to be re- 


manded to the Hoſpital, till they have 


attained the age of four or five years. 
When they are remanded by order 


of the General Committee, they are to 


be returned by the Inſpectors of the 
Hoſpital, together with all the cloath- 
ing belonging to them. And the Stew- 
ard is to give the Inſpectors receipts for 
the ſame: Such Children as have not 
had the ſmall-pox before remanded, 
are to be inoculated, as ſoon as they 


are fit, and the General Committee gives 


direction for the ſame. 


The returned Children are to be 
cloathed in a manner proper for labour, 
and differing from that of the Children 
at nurſe. They are to be entered in a 

book. 
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book. The nurſes of the ward are to 


have the care of their cloathing, to ſee 
they keep themſelves cleanly, and to 
teach them to read at the times to be 
appointed for that purpoſe ; to ſee they 
riſe at five o'clock in ſummer, and ſe- 
ven in the winter, and that they are out 
of the ward, in a quarter of an hour af- 
ter theſe times. In an hour after the 
time of riſing, the nurſes of the ward, 
with the aſſiſtance of the girls of the 
Hoſpital, are to ſee the beds made, the 
rooms cleaned and aired, and every 
thing 1n order. 

At half an hour after ſix in the ſum- 
mer, and half an hour after ſeven in the 
winter, the boys are to be called over 
by the Maſter. 

At half paſt ſeven in ſammer; and at 
eight in winter, they are to breakfaſt; 


and to have an hour allowed them for 


that purpoſe. _ 
The reſt of the morning „till twelve, 


is to be ſpent in their labour, or at 


ſchool. 

From twelve to two 1s e for 
dinner, diverſion, and reſt; at two, 
they are to return to their work: or to 
ſchool, till five in the ſummer, and till 
it is dark in the winter. 

From that time till ſupper, part of 
the time is to be employed in learning 
to read; the reſt, the Children may play 
in the open air, or in the ſchool- rooms. 
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No boy is to be ſuffered to go out of 


the Hoſpital gate on errands, without 
ſpecial permiſſion of the Committee, 


Six o'clock in the evening is to be 


the hour of ſupper, and at ſeven at 


night they are to go to bed. 

On Sundays, and other days appointed 
ſor public worſhip, they ate to be in- 
ſtructed in the principles of religion 
and morality, to attend at chapel, to be 
taught the catechiſm uſed by the church 
of England, or heard to read” ſuch parts 
of the holy ſcripture as are moſt ſuitable 
to their underſtanding, 

On Saturdays in the afternoon, and on 


the afternoon of ſome public holidays, 


they may be allowed to divert themſelves. 
with ſuch exerciſes, as will increaſe 
their ſtrength, activity and hardineſs ; 
but are never to be allowed to play at 
games of chance, 

The girls are to be kept in wards, 


entirely ſeparate from the boys, to be 


dreſſed plain and neat, to rife at the 
fame hours with the boys, to clean the 
houſe, make the beds, and do the 
houſhold buſineſs till the hour of break- 
faſt; after that to be employed in mak- 
ing linen or cloaths, or ſuch other la- 
bour, as is ſuitable to their age and 
ſtrength, or in ſome uſeful manufac- 
tory. 

They are always to be apart from the 


boys, and to be attended by the Miſ- 


treſſes of their wards. 
The 


Regulations for managing the Hoſpital. 
The diet of the Children of the Hoſ- 
pital is to be plain and good of the ſort, 
and to be according to the table of diet 
from time to time, to be fixed by the 

General Court or General Committee, 


The body linen of the Children is to 


be changed twice a week, and they are 
to have clean ſheets once a month. 

Strong drink, tea, coftce, and to- 
bacco, are never to be permitted to be 
uſed by any Child! in the Hoſpital. 


57. The Methods of placing them out 10 
Proper Employments. 


The Children are to be put out as 
ſoon as poſſible to the buſineſs, for 
which they are appointed, which 1s to 
be done by indenture between the Hoſ- 
pital and the Maſter or Miſtreſs who 1s 
to take the Child, which indenture 1s to 
contain proper covenants to ſecure the 
Child's maintenance and good ufage, 


during the time of its ſervice, and to 


ſpecify the place where, or ſhip's name 
on board which, the Child is to ſerve ; 
theſe agreements are to be made by the 
Houſe Committee, and approved of by 
the General Committee, and both ſcaled 
with the ſeal of the Hoſpital, and exe- 
cuted by the Maſter, 

There is given to each Child a bible, 
common prayer book, and printed in- 
ſtructions, and a copy of the prayers uſed 
by them in the Hoſpital; and another 
copy of the prayers is alſo delivered * 

the 
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the ſame time to the Maſter or 
Miſtreſs of the Child, with the pream- 
ble as follows: 

As it is of the greateſt | moment to 
breed up Children in the fear of God, 
« as the beſt means of keeping them in 
5 proper ſubjection to their Maſters, 
<«« Mittreſles, and ſuperiors; and as pray- 
c ing is the molt effectual means to pro- 
c mote ſuch fear, and to enforce obedi- 
ce ence to the laws of God, you are here- 
by informed that it is expected of you 
ce to take care that this Child 
K aped ſays prayers con- 
* ſtantly every morning as well as e- 
vening ; and you are to endeavour to 


« give a due ſenſe what E 
wo about, and to this end you mult be 
careful that repeat 


% prayers in a flow, ſerious and ſolemn 
© manner. And you are further to take 
care that this Child do frequent the 
« publick worſhip on the ſabbath day, 
in a ober, pious and orderly manner.“ 


No Child's parent is to be informed 
where a Child is apprenticed without 
the order of the Committee, made after 
the Maſter and Miſtreſs have been pre- 

viouſly conſulted. 
The Governors and Inſpectors will, 
by enquiry, find in what inland place 
Boys are wanting for huſbandry, and 
inform the Committee thereof; and the 
Girls are to be placed out, as houſhold 
ſervants, or put out for a term of years, 
to 
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to be employed in the linen or other ma- 
nufactory as ſoon as poſſible, but not 
without due enquiry after the characters 
of the perſons who take them. 


In caſe of any of the Girls from neceſſity 


being returned into the Hoſpital from 
any places where they may be apprenti- 
ced, they are to be employed in the 


laundry or the kitchen, or in other 


houſe-work of the Hoſpital, till other- 
wiſe diſpoſed of, and not permitted to 
intermix with the other Girls, 
No Child 1s to be placed out except 
upon indentures of apprenticeſhip, 
All perſons deſirous of taking an 


apprentice out of the Hoſpital, are to ſer 


forth to the Committee, 
Their name, trade, bufineſs and place 
of abode. 7 
If houſe-keepers and of the proteſtant 
religion, 
If married, and whether they let 
lodgings, and of whom enquiry may 
be made as to character, &c. 


And a printed form of application for 


thoſe purpoſes is kept in the Secretary's 
office in the Hoſpital, for ſuch perſons 


as apply, in order that it may be filled 


up accordingly. 

In caſe it is deſired that an apprentice 
may be turned over to a new place, a 
ſimilar enquiry is firſt made as to the 


Maſter and Miſtreſs, and if the reſult of 


the enquiry is ſatisfactory, new inden- 
tures are executed, the old ones being 
firſt cancelled, 1 
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If a married man comes, without his 
wife, to the Hoſpital for a Girl as an 
apprentice, it is required that he bring 
or ſend his wife, in order that the Com- 
mittee may be ſatisfied that the Girl is 
agreeable to both parties. 

No Girl of the Hoſpital is to be ap- 
prenticed to a man who is unmarried. 

The Children of the Hoſpital are ap- 
prenticed to Proteſtants only. 

They may be apprenticed, though it 
is not uſual, for leſſer periods of time 


than till the age of 21 years. 


§8. Of the Diſcharge of the CyiLDREN 
From the Hoſpital. 


The Children are only to be diſcharg- 
ed in manner hereafter mentioned; when 
they have attained the age appointed by 
act of parliament, or when the Girls are 
ord or when claimed by their pa- 

ents. 


When any perſons ſhall claim a Child, 


they are to leave a petition with the Se- 


cretary, directed to the Governors; the 
Secretary 1s to deliver it to the General 
Committee, who enquire what right 
they have to the Child, what are their 


circumſtances, whether they are able and 


willing to provide for the Child, and 
can give ſecurity for that purpoſe, with 
two perſons in at leaſt the ſum of 4ol. 
and if the circumſtances are ſatisfactory, 
the General Committee may, upon ſuch 

ſecurity, 


— 
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ſecurity, order the Child to be delivered 


to the parent, or other perſon. 
If the Child is refuſed, the reaſons of 
the refuſal are to be entered in a book 


kept for that purpoſe. 


When any perſons are diſcharged, for 


having attained the age of 21 years, or 


when any of the Girls ſhall be married 
with the conſent of the Committee, the 
General Committee, at their diſcretion, 
in caſe ſuch perſons ſhall have behaved 
meritorioully, may give them cloaths, 


money, or neceſſaries, not exceeding 
the value of five pounds, But as it is 


to be hoped, that the males and females 


will be able at thoſe years, to get an ho- 
neſt livelihood by their induſtry, this 


charity muſt be cautiouſly, and rarely, 
practiſed; 

The difcharge of each Child is to be 
entered in the general regiſter, 


Note, That ſeveral perſons have de- 
vifed lands, annuities, and other inte- 
reſts, chargeable on lands, whoſe cha- 
ritable intentions have been of no bene- 
fit to the Hoſpital, ſuch deviſes being 
void by the ſtat. 9 George II. cap. 36, 
which enacts, that“ No manors, lands, 
te tenements, rents, advowſons, or other 
** hereditaments, corporeal or incorpo- 
« real, whatſoever ; nor any ſum of mo- 
ce ney, goods, chattels, ſtocks in pub- 
*« lic funds, ſecurities for money, or any 

| e other 
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other perſonal eſtate whatſoever, to 
be laid out or diſpoſed of, in the purchaſe 


of any lands, tenements, or heredita- 


ments, ſhall be given, granted, aliened, 


limited, releaſed, transferred, aſſign- 
ed, or appointed, or any ways con- 
veyed or ſettled to or upon any per- 
ſon or perſons, bodies politic or cor- 
porate, or otherwiſe, for any eſtate or 
intereſt whatſoever, or any ways 
charged or incumbered by any perſon 
whatſoever, in truſt, or for the benefit 
of any charitable ufes whatſoever, un- 
leſs ſuch gift, conveyance, appoint- 
ment or ſettlement of ſuch lands, te- 
nenments, hereditaments, ſum or ſums 
of money, or perſonal eſtates (other 
than ſtocks in the public funds) be 
made by deed, indented, ſealed; and 
delivered, in the preſence of two or 
more credible witneſſes, twelve ca- 
lendar months, at leaſt, hefore the 
death of ſuch donor or grantor (in- 
cluding the days of execution and 
death) and be inrolled in his Majeſ- 
ty's court of Chancery, within fix 
months after the execution thereof; 
and unleſs ſuch ſtocks be transferred 


in the public books kept for the 


transfer of ſuch ſtocks, ſix calendar 
months, at leaſt, before the death of 
ſuch donor or grantor (including the 
days of transfer and death:) And un- 
leſs the ſame be made to take effect 
in poſſeſſion, for the charitable uſe in- 
tended, immediately from the mak- 
9 © ing 
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« ing thereof, and be without any 
5e power of revocation, reſervation, 
« truſt, condition, limitation, clauſe, 
or agreement, whatſoever, for the 
benefit of the donor or grantor, or 
any perſon claiming under him.” 

It is therefore thought neceſſary to 
inſert the above clauſe, that ſuch per- 
ſons, as ſhall think this Hoſpital a pro- 
Per object of their charity, may be ac- 
quainted with the force and extent of 
this Act of Parliament; and may know 
how to beſtow their benefactions in ſuch 
manner, as not to have their good inten- 
tions fruſtrated thereby. | 

Benefactions, by will, can only be

of perſonal eſtate, ſuch as money, ſtocks, 


or annuities, or other public funds or 
ſecurities, Securities for money, and ſuch 
like; and alſo of any fort of perſonal 
eſtate, a bequeſt muſt be made in the

ec nors and Guardians of the Hoſpital, 


cc for the maintenance and education 


© of expoſed and deſerted young Chil- 
ce dren, the ſum of (or any 
ce perſonal eſtate whatſoever)” 


This is a good gift, and cannot be ſet 
aſide. But, if any direction to lay the 
money, (or other thing given,) out in 
land, is added to the bequeſt, it 
makes it void.

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N. B. That the proper officers of the 
Fcclefiaſtical Courts, who ſend to the 
Secretary, at the Foundling Hoſpital, 
London, extracts from wills, whereby any 

legacy is given to this Charity, ſhall re- 
ceive Half a Guinea for each; and ſuch 
extracts coſt them nothing, being for 


charity.
